U.S. EPA honors two Federal Green Challenge winners in the Tri-Valley area 

Agencies save taxpayers ’ money and promote efficiency 

SAN FRANCISCO - Today, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) recognizes federal 
facilities for conserving resources and saving taxpayers’ money as part of the Federal Green 
Challenge . The challenge is a national effort under the EPA’s Sustainable Materials Management 
Program, which encourages federal agencies to lead by example in reducing the federal 
government's environmental impact. 

In Northern California, EPA is recognizing two top performers with Federal Green Challenge 
awards for their significant efforts in improving the efficiency of their facilities in fiscal year 2018 
(FY18) — the Department of Energy’s Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory and the Drug 
Enforcement Administration Western Laboratory in Pleasanton. 

“EPA is recognizing facilities across the federal government for their leadership in improving waste 
management, conserving water, and other important efforts to improve environmental outcomes,” 
said EPA Administrator Andrew Wheeler. “Their accomplishments not only reduce the federal 
government’s impact on the environment but also save taxpayers millions of dollars.” 

“We salute our federal partners in the Pacific Southwest who have developed comprehensive and 
innovative programs this year,” said EPA Pacific Southwest Regional Administrator Mike 
Stoker. 

Department of Energy, Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory (Livermore, Calif.) 
Transportation Award - National Winner 
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Through collaboration with the Department of Energy, Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory 
launched a government-owned electric vehicle (EV) program, helping the Lab and its employees to 
be proactive in reducing emissions and meeting sustainability goals. 

Work included increasing the size of the Lab’s electric vehicle fleet and replacing gas-powered 
vehicles. In preparation for the new fleet, the Laboratory needed a sustainable EV charging 
infrastructure. 

The Lab completed installation of a Level II charging station in October 2017. The new station can 
charge EVs in half the time as a standard Level I charging station. Since then, reductions in 
greenhouse gas emissions through September 2018 are estimated at 10.5 metric tons of carbon 
dioxide equivalent (MTC02e). 

“LLNL is proud of the recent accomplishments we have made in implementing an electric vehicle 
program that benefits our government fleet as well as furthering our sustainability goals, and we are 
honored to be recognized by the federal government,” said LLNL Associate Director Anita 
Gursahani. 

Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) Western Laboratory (Pleasanton, Calif.) 

Leadership Award - Regional Winner 

The Western Laboratory is a recognized environmental leader in the DEA. Its Federal Green 
Challenge and Environmental Management System (EMS) leadership engages, motivates, and 
challenges employees to conserve resources and identify opportunities to get involved and play a 
significant role in environmental protection. Their motto is "Leading by Example, the DEA Western 
Laboratory Way." 

The EMS team and staff recycled more than 1,450 pounds of mixed building recyclables in 2018, 
exceeding the previous year's recycling efforts by 14%, 

Other examples of their comprehensive environmental leadership include: 

• Providing reusable name badges for visitors and operating a storage room for supply reuse. 

• Ensuring batteries and printer toner cartridges are sent to R2 -certified recyclers. 

• Using public transportation and shuttles whenever possible. 

• Purchasing 100% postconsumer recycled paper and EPEAT-registered electronic equipment. 

“The Western Laboratory is honored to receive EPA’s Region 9 Federal Green Challenge 
Leadership Award. Our EMS team and dedicated staff are continuously striving to reduce our 
environmental footprint to lessen our impact on our surroundings. We are proud to represent DEA 
and the Office of Forensic Sciences in our efforts in being a responsible environmental steward,” 

said DEA Western Laboratory Director Bryan Henderson. 

In FY18, Federal Green Challenge participants across the nation reduced their environmental impact 
throughout the waste stream process, including: 

• Sending more than 235 tons of end-of-life electronics to third-party certified recyclers. 

• Reducing transportation costs by more than $23 million. 

• Using approximately 536 million fewer gallons of potable water. 

• Decreasing paper purchasing by nearly 2,800 pounds. 
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• Diverting an estimated 675,000 tons of waste from landfills.

U.S. EPA honors former McClellan Air Force Base with national site reuse award 

SAN FRANCISCO - Today, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) presented its first 
annual “National Federal Facility Excellence in Site Reuse” award to the former McClellan Air 
Force Base, in Sacramento County, in recognition of exemplary work transforming the Superftind 
site into a successful business park. The 3,452-acre McClellan Business Park now supports more 
than 17,000 jobs and has generated $580 million in public and private investment. 

“EPA is honored to present the National Federal Facility Excellence in Site Reuse Award to 
the former McClellan Air Force Base,” said EPA Pacific Southwest Regional 
Administrator Mike Stoker. “This project is a successful demonstration of how public-private 
partnerships can serve as catalysts for economic growth and community revitali2ation.” 

EPA Pacific Southwest Regional Administrator Mike Stoker was joined at the award event by 
Congresswoman Doris Matsui; Air Force Assistant Secretary John Henderson; California 
Department of Toxic Substances Control Director Barbara Lee; Sacramento County Supervisor Phil 
Serna; and McClellan Business Park CEO Larry Kelley. 

"This award celebrates hard work, innovative thinking, and cooperation among federal 
agencies, states, local partners and developers," said Hon. John Henderson, Assistant Secretary 
of the Air Force for Installations, Environment and Energy. "McClellan is an excellent example of 
what can happen when people pull together to accomplish a common goal. In this case, our 
goal was to restore and protect our environment while also providing the greater Sacramento 
area with continued economic growth. We are really proud of this entire team of teams." 

The award, which EPA is giving to four federal sites nationwide, recognizes the hard work, 
innovative thinking, and cooperation among federal agencies, states, tribes, local partners, and 
developers to encourage restoration of federal sites for beneficial reuses. Awards were provided in 
four categories: National Priorities List (NPL) Base Realignment and Closure (BRAC) sites, NPL 
sites, non-NPL sites, and non-NPL BRAC sites. The McClellan site received the award in the NPL 
BRAC category. 
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EPA placed McClellan Air Force Base on the Superfund list in 1987. The 3,452-acre base was 
established in 1936 and operated as an Air Force Logistics Command Base until 200 L Identified 
contaminants within the base include solvents, metals, and other hazardous wastes from aircraft 
maintenance and other industrial activities* 

In 2007, Sacramento County and the U,S. Air Force signed a landmark agreement that paved the 
way for rapid cleanup and early land transfer at the McClellan site< The agreement transferred 
contaminated land, funds, and authority to perform cleanup at the National Priorities List site. The 
combined efforts of the Base Realignment and Closure Cleanup Team, McClellan Business Park, 
Sacramento County, and the community have transformed the McClellan Air Force Base site into a 
corporate community that has brought jobs and additional economic growth to the region. 

EPA has ongoing cleanup and property transfer responsibilities at 174 NPL sites across the country* 
Some of these sites are the largest and most complex sites in the Superfund program.

Dear Mayor Lee: 

This memo is an update on recent, and pending, discriminatory (LGBTQ) legislation in a number of 
States across the country. 

Prior to the latest anti-LGBTQ law signed by the Governor of South Dakota, both San Francisco and 
California, had placed four States on their respective lists to prohibit government employees 
from traveling to and (in San Francisco only) contracting with their respective jurisdictions. The States 
are Kansas, Mississippi, North Carolina and Tennessee. The City Administrator on Monday added South 
Dakota to the City's list. I have left a message with Senator Wiener to confirm the State's status. 

Senate Bill 149, enacted in South Dakota, is the first State legislative measure enacted specifically 
using religious freedom as a criteria to discriminate. The Bill even states that services cannot be denied 
on the basis of a person's race, ethnicity or national origin, demonstrating that sexual orientation and 
gender identity are the primary targets. 

The Human Rights Campaign describes SB 149 as follows: 

"SB 149 would allow state-licensed and taxpayer-funded child-placement agencies to disregard the best 
interest of children, and turn away qualified South Dakotans seeking to care for a child In need — 
including LGBTQ couples, interfaith couples, single parents, married couples in which one prospective 
parent has previously been divorced, or other parents to whom the agency has a purported religious 
objection. The measure would even allow agencies to refuse to place foster children with members of 
their own extended families — a practice often considered to be in the best interest of the child. A 
qualified, loving LGBTQ grandparent, for example, could be deemed unsuitable under the proposed 
law. It would also allow agencies to refuse to provide appropriate medical and mental health care to 
LGBTQ children if the agency has a purported moral or religious objection to providing those services. 
Under SB 149, an agency couldn't lose its license or contract as a result of subjecting a child to abusive 
practices like so-called conversion therapy if it claimed such "therapy" is compelled by religious belief" 

In addition to South Dakota, approximately twenty-nine additional state legislatures are considering 
more than one hundred legislative measures that discriminate on the basis of sexual orientation and 
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gender identity. Most target children including prohibition on foster care or adoption by LGBTQ people 
and denial of services, facilities, programs and bathroom access by TRANS youth 

At this point, probably the most onerous bill, Texas Senate Bill 6, was just approved by the State 
Senate by a vote of 21 - 0. It now immediately moves to the House for consideration. It could pass and 

become law in less than a week. 

Texas SB-6 forbids cities from enacting measures to bar discrimination against transgender people in 
restrooms and prohibit transgender people from using the restroom consistent with their gender identity 
in public spaces, such as schools and government buildings. The measure, which is a priority for Lt. 

Gov. Dan Patrick, would gut non-discrimination ordinances in cities like Austin, Dallas and Fort Worth. 

SB-6 is only one of a dozen bills in Texas alone institutionalizing discrimination against LGBTQ 
people. The majority of these bills are predicated on the concept that an individual's religious belief 
allows them to discriminate against any specific class of people. Most target healthcare, allow county 
clerks to deny issuing marriage licenses and allow bakeries and florist to deny services to LGBTQ 

Individuals. 

Kentucky is also quickly advancing legislation specifically designed to enable discrimination against the 
LGBT community. The state Senate voted 22-16 to advance 5.B. 180 , which creates "protected rights' 
and "protected activities"—in short, nobody has to serve anybody else if it violates their conscience to 
do so. It now moves to the House for consideration. 

"Protected activities" specifically refers to actions conducted by professionals who "provide customized, 
artistic, expressive, creative, ministerial, or spiritual goods or services," which is specifically designed to 
address wedding vendors and others who might be disposed to refuse service because of a customer's 
sexuality. The "protected rights" means that the government can not in any way impede on those 
activities if it violates the person's "right of conscience" or other First Amendment protections. It would 
also supersede LGBT nondiscrimination protections that are already in place in eight cities in Kentucky. 

Alabama and Oklahoma also are considering legislation to restrict foster care or adoption by LGBTQ 
people and access to restrooms, locker rooms and other facilities based on gender identity 

Most of these bills around the country are moving through the legislative process very rapidly. There is 
no estimate at this time on how many will be signed into law or exactly when. 

I am attaching a list of possible next steps. The number of States and sheer volume of legislation being 
proposed so far in 2017 is staggering making it imperative we are sound in our own strategy and solicit 
support from not only cities but other professional and community organizations. No question, coalition 
building will be paramount in mounting and sustaining a successful campaign against these 
unprecedented challenges against civil society in this City, State and Country
